Synthetic Rubber Steps Are 


Bared By Standard Oil 


Bf UM AweeMted Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 15—W. S 
Pariah, president of standard Oil 
Company (New Jersey) said today 
the petroleum industry has devel 
oped two new methods of produc 
lng synthetic rubber which may 
provide by the end of next year 
34,000,000 more automobile tires 
than have been expected. 
In another congressional quarter, 
Senator Thomas (D) of Oklahoma 
said he will press legislation to 
create 
an 
independent 
govern 
ment rubber agency despite opposi 
Hon from War Production Chair 
man Donald M. Nelson. 
Parish told a house sub-commit 
tee that the new rubber methods 
may provide 200,000 tons of syn 
thetic rubber in addition to the 
800,000 tons already planned un 
der the government’s rubber pro­ 
gram. 
Tires from this additional rub 
ber, Parish said, will go toward 
meeting essential civilian trans­ 
portation needs. 
“This Is good 
news,” Parish 
said, “but it does not warrant un­ 
due 
optimism 
on 
the 
part of 
American motorists. There should 
be conservation on tires. Unneces- 
ary driving should be eliminated. 
We are not yet out of the woods 
In this business of synthetic rub­ 
ber and nothing should be done to 
waste supplies that may turn out 
to be critical.” 
The new methoda. Parish said, 
are known as the “Flexon” and 
quick butadiene” processes. 
Flexon, be explained, is a rub­ 
ber substitute of the butyl type, 
already being made in experimen 
tai quantities from isobutylene by 
makeshift methods involving dry 
Ice. 
The quick butadiene method, 
Parish laid, involves production of 
bunas rubber by using spare equip­ 
ment and odds and ends of junk 
to patch temporary facilities which 
could turn out rubber raw mater­ 
ials. 
He said the government’s 800.000- 
ton synthetic rubber program is 
sufficient for the military needs 
of the United Nations, but would be 
neither large enough nor soon 
enough for ordinary non-essential 
civilian motoring.

Hitler Rushes Men 
From France And. 
Belgium For Clash 


Strong Soviet Resistance Greatly Saps Nazi Reserve 
Power; Stand Enables Defenders To Hold Anchor 
Of Southern Army; New Axis Drive Reported

Locked in a great, consuming battle for which Germany is 
stripping reserve divisions from her garrisons in western Europe, 
the Russians reported today that they have repulsed enemy at­ 
tempts to encircle Voronezh, on the north flank of the Germans' 
Don valley offensive. 
Resistance to Hitler’s 1942 blitzkrieg, ae symbolized by 
the defense of Voronezh, has so sapped the enemy’s reserves 
that several divisions from Belgium and France have been 
put into the battle, the Russians said- 
Tha official Russian announcement - to that effect today was a 
tacit implication that Ike way is being opened In western Europe 
for creation of an Allied front 
The Germans, who more than a week ago were claiming Voronesh 
as theirs, actually were etopped by a last-ditch defease at the out­ 
skirts. Russian front dispatches said today la recounting the struggle 
for that anchor of the southern Russian army. 
Remains Sharp Threat Ta Germane 
Since that clash, presumably some days ago, the Germans attempted 
to encircle Voronezh, which Is 800 miles south of Mosoow, hut were re* 
pulsed on th* north and rolled back on the south to tits point where 
they had crossed the Don river to get at the key city. 
So long as Voronesh stands It remains a sharp n*«Hwg threat ta 
the Germans' deepest penetration of Russia, a thrust which has carried 
beyond Boguchar. down the Don from the Voronezh sector, to within 
IOO miles of Stalingrad on the Volga.

The Great Unknown 
JUDGED by performance, the Red army la the beat 
w the Germans have encountered In their campaign 
of plunder and pillage. Only In Russia have the Ger­ 
mans run into serious difficulty on land. 
„ But in the second year of Hitler’s attempt to de­ 
stroy the Russian army, its actual quality la still a 
great unknown. The Russian army never has been 
appfalsed objectively. Observers never have been 
permitted to watch It in action. 
• The impression of its quality ie gained entirely 
by deduction. Red soldiers have withstood the Ger­ 
man army more than a year; therefore, they must 
be good. But how good and why are questions that 
cannot be answered. 
It has beeu assumed, largely because the assump­ 
tion was comforting, that Russia could withstand 
Germany’s onslaught of 1942 because it endured the 
dhslaught of 1941. But that may be only wishful 
thinking. No one outside Russia knows. 
The most remarkable revelation of the war has 
been the complete collapse of what was supposed to 
be the world’* best army, when France fell, and 
the emergency of quality in what many firmly be­ 
lieved was the world’s worst army when Russia 
failed to fall. In neither case has there been ade­ 
quate explanation.

Traffic Wear And Tear 


r^AILURE of the accident rate to decline Sn pro­ 
portion to the rate of automobile use—a phen­ 
omenon that is puzzling traffic observers-—has seri­ 
ous Implications for the problem of an Impending 
transportation shortage. Every automobile removed 
from the road, every tire destroyed by an accident 
brings the threat of a transportation famine closer. 
Traffic aafety appeals for years have been based 
on the desirability of saving life and limb. Today 
that is more important than ever, but added to it Is 
the twin necessity of saving automobiles and tires. 
Traffic wear and tear, the ruined equipment that 
formerly meant business for automobile graveyards, 
today means that much transportation subtracted

HAT congress Is doing now is 
the direct result of what has 
been happening at the other end 
of Pennsylvania ave. in the White 
House, and complaining about con­ 
gress will not cure the matter.

The attitude of congress on ra- 
tioning, finance, and price control 
has been that if any one may play 
politics with these issues, then 
every one may play politics with 
them.

The men 
responsible for equipping the army 
and navy are Mr. Patterson and 
Mr. Forrestal. 
They told the President some 
time ago that the rubber shortage 
is so dangerous and so critical that 
unless the existing supply of tires 
now in the hands of civilians is 
conserved drastically this year, we 
shall be so short of rubber In the 
second half of next year that the 
power of the army, the navy, and 
the war industries will be weak 
ened tremendously. 
For no matter what la done 
about synthetic rubber, there Is no 
possible 
chance of 
there 
being 
enough of It soon enough to insure 
the nation against’the disaster of 
■tailing a large part of it* air force 
and its armored force and its war 
industries because there is not 
enough rubber. 
Therefore, some weeks ago the 
President was told by his own offi­ 
cials that the people must conserve 
their tires, and that th* only way 
to do that is to reduce the use of 
care by nationwide rationing of 
fuel that enables cars to run. 
What happened? There was a po­ 
litical outcry in sections of con­ 
gress. H i* President, instead of 
standing unequivocally behind Mr. 
Nelson, yielded to the outcry, and 
even resorted to the fiction that 
he himself did not understand the 
need to do what his own responsi­ 
ble officials had told him ii was 
necessary to. 
Tira* the commander-ln-chlef was 
willing to agree that th* conven­ 
ience of the civilians waa as impor­ 
tant or even more important than 
the urgent needs of a desperate 
war. 
How then could the congressmen 
be expected 
to be 
bolder and 
braver about anything that might 
coat them votes? 
B 
EFORE this demoralising epi­ 
sode a very soft leadership al­ 
ready had gone far to soften up 
congress. Th* treasury’s tax pro­ 
gram, or, more accurately, its tax­ 
ing and borrowing program, has 
been from the first timid and In­ 
adequate by any standard of com­ 


parison. As compared with what 
Canada is doing, it has been weak 
and faltering. 
In the Judgment of every respon­ 
sible fiscal authority within the 
administration itself, it has been 
feeble and incompetent. It simply 
does not contain taxes and meas­ 
ures for saving and for neutraliz­ 
ing excess money which deal even 
remotely with the fact that the 
government will try to spend sev­ 
enty-seven billion dollars in the 
.next twelve months. 
The treasury program left the 
inflationary gap wide open. 
In­ 
deed, 
it was not entitled to be 
called a program of 
war finance 
at all; 
It was and 
is nothing 
more than a device for raising 
a little more revenue. It never 
did have taxes In It that were 
Intended 
deliberately,

taxes 
should be, to 
reduce the 
standard of living o f the whole 
nation. 
It never ba* had measures 
it which 
provided 
either 
com' 
pulsion 
or 
inducement 
to 
the 
people to save the money that 
they cannot spend without wreck­ 
ing their own money. 
Why? Because the President and 
the treasury would not screw np 
their 
courage 
to 
let the people 
see the .bill they must pay in 
order to win the war. 
T 
HE real hill, which must be paid 
in a lower standard of life, 
will not come due for perhaps 
another six months; there is still 
some fat to- be lived on in the 
form of stocks of goods which 
have not been used up. That is 
long enough to get us by the elec 
tion. 
Instead of taking measure* now 
to conserve these stocks so that 
they will last longer, the admin 
lstration policy la to keep them 
cheap so that they may he sold 
more easily, and to postpone th* 
taxation and the compulsory sav 
lags which would reduce civilian 
purchases. 
That niay or may not be the 
way to win elections. It la the 
sure way to delude the people, 
and make far worse than It needs 
to be, the shock of the sacrifices 
that in the near future we must 
all inescapably make. 
H 
AVING offered 
the congress 
such a pusillanimous 
fiscal 
policy; the administration aet a 
standard 
and 
established 
a 
po 
lttlcal climate in which poor Leon 
Henderson must absorb the whole 
political punishment for all the 
things 
that 
his 
colleagues 
and 
his chief are leaving undone. All 
the chickens come home to roost 
on his doorstep. 
Everything that the administra­ 
tion la afraid to do about rubber 
and gasoline and taxes and the 
farm bloc and wages, Leon Hen 
derson has to find some ingenious 
way to be bold about. 
Perhaps he can stand it for a 
while. Perhaps the knowledge that 
he is making friends faster than 
he appears to be losing them will 
sustain him. Almost surely he will 
find strength in the fact that he 
is doing an impossible Job as a 
brave man and tm*. 
But one thing he must beware 
of: he must not let loyalty and 
good nature cause him to accept 
much longer a situation where, 
for no good reason at all and for 
pre-election political reasons alone, 
he I* given an Impossible job be­ 
cause he Is deprived of support 
and 
denied 
the 
indispensable 
tools. 
He is rapidly approaching that 
crisis In the life of a public man 
where he cannot deal with all th* 
issues with Ijis own bare hands, 
where he must make others face 
the Issue by offering to resign if 
they will not make it possible for 
him to succeed.

Mr. Tracy says Clarke brooded over the news for 
24 hours, unable to work, the Irish names on the 
roll of dead constantly running through his mind. 
Perhaps he thought, too, of the old IrisTi poems 
based on the theme that wherever there was war 
yod find the Irish—Irwin’s "Potato Diggers’ Song,” 
Davis’ verse about the “Wild Geese’’—

Irish brigade.” 
Mr. Tracy says it wasjlrom this verse that Clarke 
got his title. "The Fighting Race”. Then he set to 
work and wrote his own poem on scraps of paper 
and old envelopes, stowing them away in his pockets 
until at the end of IO days he had the thing com­ 
pleted. He sent It to the New York Sun, which pub­ 
lished it on its editorial page.

William F. Sawhill of Mansfield 
was a crew member with the squad­ 
ron of 15 torpedo planes which fail­ 
ed to return from the sea fight but 
was credited by officers with mak­ 
ing the Midway victory possible.

They may carry 
less than a capacity load, or travel 
empty, only lf the driver,'after ex­ 
ercising "due diligence" is unable 
to comply with the load require­ 
ments. 


'Due Diligence’ Defined 


DDT said that "due diligence" will 
include checking with information 
offices which are being established 
in various cities to keep common 
carriers in touch with freight move­ 
ment requirements or checking 
with other carriers individually in 
an effort to obtain a load. If no 
load can be found, the truck owner 
must offer his vehicle for lease to

ASHINGTON, July 15 — The 
senate 
military 
committee 
conferred Tuesday on legislation 
to empower the President to buy 
or requisition private automobiles 
for the war effort. 
The 
bill 
was 
introduced 
by 
Chairman Reynolds (D) of North 
Carolina at the request of the 
War Production Board. 
In addition to purchase or vol­ 
untary transfer of motor vehicles, 
the President could, under terms 
of the bill, requisition automobiles 
"or 
other 
transportation 
equip­ 
ment or supplies, if the need for 
such 
requisitioning 
shall 
have 
been determined by him to be 
Immediate and Impending and will 
not admit of delay or resort to 
other sources of supply.” 
A 
$5,000,000,000 
appropriation 
would be set aside to carry out 
provisions of the bill. 
lf the vehicles were turned over 
to the government voluntarily, the 
President, would pay the agreed 
price immediately on sale.

lei the car owner elect to 
take W.i" bonds instead of cash for 
hts c ir, he would be given prior­ 
ity 
In 
purchasing 
another 
car 
when the war ends and the auto­ 
mob ii [> market is again open to 
the p ublic. 
If the President requisitions ve­ 
hicles. on the other hand, the bill 
provides that he pay the car own­ 
er the sum “the President sh*ll 
determine to be fair and Just.” 
In the event the owner Is unwill­ 
ing to accept the price he would 
receive 50 percent of the Presi­ 
dent's offer, “and shall be entitled 
to sue the United States for such 
additional sum” to make up what 
the owner “may consider fair and 
just compensation.”

Mr. Reep. who was employed by 
the Firestone Rubber Co. on. the 
construction of an air base in 
Liberia, obtained a leave of absence 
three weeks ago and traveled by 
airline from Africa to South Amer­ 
ica and the United States, landing 
at Miami, Fla* and completed the 
remainder of the trip by bus. 
When he first was stricken two 
days after arriving home, a phy­ 
sician was summoned and he was 
thought to have had the grippe, 
but when the fever and severe 
chills continued blood tests were 
made and it was determined that 
Mr. Reep is suffering from ma­ 
laria. a disease which he said they 
had to continually guard against in 
Liberia, and protect themselves 
from the Infectious bite of germ- 
carrying mosquitoes, spreader of 
the disease.
